Things you should never do in a listening lesson: 


v walk around the class 

Y” make noise 

Y sound demotivating 

v offer no task 

Y” be unprepared 

Y” not to give Ss time to read the task 

v ask for no peer check 

v give Ss an unrelated follow-up 

v play before you hand out task 

v take too long before Ss start dealing with the text 
v design a grammar task instead of a comprehension task 


v read the script in class or have Ss read it out loud 
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nice place outside Brazil 


like about it 
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what to see in Britain
